SUBJECT 

Review of the Report on the working of the Archseologicnl Department 
for the year 1341 Fasli (1931-32 A.C.) 

Personnel .—^There has been no change in the personnel of tlie Department 
during the year under review. In the beginning of the year the Director proposed 
to bring to completion the remaining three volumes of his work on Ajaiita 
which are in the course of printing. The proposal was approved of by the 
Executive Council and the sanction accorded under a Fiffnan dated the 15th 
Safar, 1351 H. (22nd June, 1932 A.C.). Mr. Syed Yusuf, the Assistant Director, 
has been placed in charge of the ordinary work of the department. 

During the ye.ar under review’ the Director w'ent on deputation to England 
to supeiv'ise the printing of the second volume of ^Ajanta’. He was away from 
Hyderabad, from the 2rst Tir to 30th Aban, 1341 F- During the absence of 
the Director, the Assistant Director, Mr. Syed Yusuf, was in charge of tlic current 
w'ork of tlie department. 

Tours .—^The Director toured in all for 103 days in the AurangabSd and 
Eidar Districts and the Assistant Director toured in the Nalgonda, Bidar, 
Gulbarga, and Raich ur Districts. 

Survey of A/onwmni/s.—The Director spent the greater part of the year in 
the survey of the Bidar monuments w'hich have been fully descrilied and illustrated 
with ox’er one hundred colour and monochrome plates in his book entitled * Bidar 
This book is expected to be issued in the course of the next year. 

The Assistant Director, in collaboration wdth Mr, K. de B. Codrington, 
Keeper of the Indian Section, Victoria and Albert Museum, London, excavatwl 
two pre-historic graves (cairns) at Raigir, in the district of Nalgonda. The 
Assistant Director also surveyed in the Gulbarga Division mosques at Doranhalll 
and Karachur. 

Conservation.—In last year's report an account was given of the discovery 
of some new frescoes in caves X and XAH at Ajanta and of the measures adopted 
for their deaiance and preservation. The operations were further carried during 
the year and the frescoes have received a thorough scientific treatment. 

The work of conservation was continued at Bidar with the result which 
speaks for itself. Excavation of the Takht Mahall enclosure w'as continued which 
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has led to the discov^ery of a beautiful hall with two side apartnieiits in the 
Southern wing of the building. 

In ^uldabad conservation of Ha^rat Amir Hasan Sanjarf's Dargah was 
effected and at Gulbargah the repairs to the tombs of the early kings of the 
Bailiniani dynasty were started. The walls and the buildings of the Gulbarga 
Fort were cleared of prickly [leai and vegetation. 

Conservation work was carried on in the group of temples at Ramappa. In 
the Osmanabad District the forts of Naldrug and Parenda W'ere cleared. In 
Hyderabad the mosques of Pema Mati and Taihnjasp Oan Pvira were conserved. 
There is a tendency for the expenditure on the conser^ration of moniinieuts to 
increase every year. 

Epigraphy,—^yaei more inscription has now been found at Yadgir which 
belongs to the reign of 'Ali ‘Adil ^ah of Bijapur (1557-1580.A.C.). In the mosque 
of Doranhallt, on Yadgir Shahpfir Road, two Persian inscriptions of the year 
978 H. (1570 A.C.) were copied and arrangements are being made to publish them 
in the ensuing number of the Epigraphia Indo-Moslemica. 

Numismatics, —During the year under review 959 coins of all metals w'ere 
acquired. Of these 13 are of gold, 80 of silver and 866 of copper. Three of the gold 
coins found in Suryapet Taluk, Nalgonda District, and received as treasure trove 
are of special interest as they are old Roman coins. 

Museum ,—Collection in the Hyderabad Museum w^as augmented by the 
acquisition of manuscripts, specimens of caUigraphy and painting and old arms 
and Bidri-ware. A new Geological section has been added to the Musemii and 
the Geological exhibits that were stored in the Finance office have been removed 
to the Museum. 

Pitblications ,—Monographs Nos. 9 and ro of the Hyderabad Archreological 
Series, on ^itah l^an of Warangal and the Gavimath and Palkigundu inscrip¬ 
tions of Asoka, have been published. The book on Bidar and the second part of 
' A junta ’ are expected to be shortly published. 

Conclusion. —^In conclusion His Exalted Highness tlie Nizam's Goveniment 
is pleased to note that the Department continues to make good progress under 
tlie able supervision of Mr. Yazdani,

There was no change in the personnel of the Department during the year 
under review. In the beginning of the year tlie Director submitted a pro^xtsal to 
Government stating that since the creation of the Department a great deal of 
material has been collected and published on the history, art and arclrscology of 
the Doniitiioiis, but as it is scattered in different publications to which the ordinary 
student does not have easy access, it is desirable that the material should be 
rearranged according to subjects and published in book form. To acliieve this 
object the Director further proposed that he should be put on Special Duty for 
a period of five years, during whidi time he would be able to bring to comple¬ 
tion also the remaining three volumes of his work on Ajanta which are in the 
course of printing. The proposal was approved by tlie P'xecutive Council and 
finally sanctioned by H.H.H. the NisKuti under a firnmn dated tlie 15th Safar, 

1351 H, (22ad June, 1932 A,C.). Mr. Sj'ed Yusuf, the Assistant Director, has been 
placed in charge of the ordinary work of the Department. 

During the year under report Mr. G, Yazdani, Director, went over to 
Cngland to supervise the printing of the second volume of ' Ajanta He was 
away from Hyderabad from the 21st I'ir, to 30fh Ab&n, 134^ f*- ('^^th May to 5^ 
October, 1932 A.C.). During Mr. Yazdani’s absence, Mr. Syed Yusuf, the Assistant 
Director, was in cliarge of the current work of the Department. 

The Director toured in tlic Aurangabad and Bidar Districts for 103 daj^xaurs 
for Die collection of material and information for his books on Ajanta and Bidar. 

The Assistant Director toured in the is-algonda, Bidar, Gulbarga, and Raichur 
Districts for the exploration of ancient monuments and antiquities, and to watch 
the progress of archreolt^ical works carried out during the year in these districts. 

The details of the tours of the Director and the Assistant Director are given in 
tlieir diaries published in this Report as .\ppendices k and B. 

The Director spent the greater jiart of the year in the survey of the Bidar su««j' of 
monuments which have all Ireen d«!cri1red in full and illustrated witli over one' 
hundred colour and monochrome plates in Iris book ' Bidar \ The book in 
question is expected to be issued during the course of tlie next year. 
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At Raigir, in the Nalgutida District, the Assistant Director excavated in the year 
under report two pre-historic graves—cairns* *—in collaboration with Mr. K. de B. 
Codrington, Keeper of the Indian Section, Victoria and Albert Museum, l/>ndon. 
The cairns at Raigir are of various si/jes, but they have as a rule (tnly 
one stone circle around them, the number and size of the stones in the various 
circles var3dng according to the size of every individual cairn. As usual, the 
cists contained fragments of human skeletons huddled in a heap—in this particular 
case of three in one grave and of one in another — and were accompanied by 
large pottery jars and smaller terracotta utensils, both the black and the red 
type. The skulls belonging to the skeletons in question were carefully removed 
by Mr. Codrington and sent to the British Museum for Ethnological study. 
The potter>' specimens have been removed for exhibition to the Hyderabad 
Museum, 

During liis tour in the Gulbaiga Division the Assistant Director siir\'eyed 
the mosques at DoranhaUi and Karachur in tlie Yadgir and ^ahpur Tahsils 
resjKJctively of the Oulbarga District. Full descriptions of these monuments are 
given below. 

The mosque at Ddraiihalli [Plate wliich i.s in a ruinous condition, 

lies at a distance of about one furlong to the S.W. of the village, and is surrounded 
on aU sides with fields. The building consists of an open hall with three ardied 
openings facing the East, and is two arches deep. The ceiling, which consists of two 
rows of three low domes, is supported on four massive granite pillars. The 
central dome of the back roiv which crowns the mihrdb is the largest of the w’hole 
group of domes, and is constructed of brick and lime masonry. Outwardly the 
dome is plain without any decoration around it, and is broad-bottomed. The 
fagade of the building was adorned witli two short minarets in the style of the 
minaret of Mahmud GAwan's College, Bidar, but only the minaret at 
tlie Soutli-west comer now stands, tlie one at the other end having fallen dow'n. 
The fa9ade of the building is fnrther decorated by means of a stone di/mjja 
supported on ca rved stone brackets. The building is yet further adorned w'ith a bat- 
tlemented parapet which runs all along the top of the structure. Though constructed 
of well-chiselled stone masonry, the building does not possess any artistic beauty, 
being ver>' simple in all its architectural details and devoid of any carving or 
cut-plaster decoration. There is a narrow oblong courtyard attached to the 
mosque in front, and adjoining it is a large square tnasonry well, access to 
which is through a laige staircase in its Northern side. On either side of the 
entrance of this well there is an inscribed slab. Tliese inscriptions have been 
copied and arrangements are being made to publish them in the ensuing 
number of the Epigraphia I»do-Moskmica*

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The town of Karadmr, which consists of about 200 houses, is accessible through 
a kuckcka road and the only conveyance available for the place from the 
Narayanpet Road Station is bullock carts. In the heart of the village tlierc 
stands an old mosque, which, on account of its considerable size and the 
grandeur of its architectural design, attracts the attention of the visitor from a 
considerable distance [Plate 

The mosque is situated on a stone-masonry platform 6' 4^ high, access to which 
is through three staircases in the middle of its Northern, Southern and Eastern sides. 
The platform is graved with well-chiselled granite slabs and fonns a courtyard to 
the mosque w^hich measures 59' x 49'' The mosque proper measures 5q'x 29'' b* 
externally, and consi.sts of a hall with tl^ree arched oiienings facing the East and is 
one arch deep, being covered over with three low domes, the central one of these 
l>eiiig larger than the two side ones. The structure is supjiorted on the two stone 
pillars in front which carry the whole weight of the three arches and of the 
chkajja of the mosque. The facade of the mosque is decorated with the tlaree 
arched ojwnings described above and is adorned with tw'o slim minarets built at 
either end, which bear a close resemblance to those of the mosque of Algal ^an 
at Gulbarga in the carving of their pedestals and in the gallenes and tlie ornaineutal 
bands and the lotus petal decorations which encircle them. In addition, the 
cut-plaster decoration covering the space of the facade over tlie arches, the stone 
chhafja supi>orted on elegantly carved stone brackets, the oniaiiiental floral 
parapet with four smaller turrets in the front and back row of tninarets on the 
top of the building, and the narrow-necked brick and lime masonry dome placed 
on a square drum with four turrets at the corners, ctmiplete the resemblance of 
this mosque to Afgal iHian’s mosque in all its details. But the only feature 
which distinguishes this mosque from Afgal Qian’s is the squatness <if its arches, 
which is due to the disproportionately low height of the pillars supporting tlie 
arches, and the ornamental puljiit which adorns the central portion of the liwan. 
The pulpit, wdiich has a staircase of three stejis of well-chiselled grej' granite 
masonry, is in this case unique as it consists of a pavilion of elegant Hindu device 
crowning the platform. The roof of this pavilitjn is placed on four slim octa¬ 
gonal piUars wliich also form supports for the four arches that face the hall in 
all four directions. The pavilion is decorated with a chhajju supported on 
beautiful stone brackets. On the top of tlie structure crowning the chhajja is an

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arcaded cornice which couibiued with the other Hindu features described above, 
lends the structure the appearance of a Nandi pavilion generally foilnd attached 
to Saivite temples. The central mihrab and the internal faces of the arches are 
decorated with cut-plaster work both in the geometrical and floral designs and 
are quite in harmony with the general structural beauty of the building [Plate 

The niusque has below its basement a series of subterranean chambers, access 
to whicli is through an arched entrance on either aide of the staircase in the eastern 
side. 


Originally, the mosque had a compound wall surrounding it, traces of which 
arc stDl to be seen in the area to the North of the mosque, where there still stands 
a domed and arched structure with four minarets at the corners that originally 
formed an entrance to the mosque. Opposite the mosque in tlie area to the Hast 

there are two grave platforms of considerable dimensions.

in the report for last year an account was given of the discovery of some 
new frescoes in caves X and X\T at Ajanta and of the measures adopted for 
their clearance and preservation . The operations were further carried on during the 
year under review, and as a result of them the frescoes have received a thorougli 
senentide treatment. Resuscitated from the thick pall of dirt, smoke and varnish 
whicli co\'ered them for centuries together, and protected with a glass frame,* 
as they now are, these frescoes are visible in all their original beauty and grandeur 
and are strong enough to last at least a couple of centuries, if not more. 

Atiioug the constructive works carried out during the year at Ajanta the 
following deserve si>ecial mention 

In order to facilitate access to the caves, and as a safeguard against rain water 
storing here during the wet weather, the passage between caves XX and XXI 
was repaired, and new steps, a culvert and a parapet have been constructed. 
Next, the lower storey of cave VI was fumislied w'ith one w-oodeti door and 
two wrwden windows, which being fitted with expanded metal screens can success¬ 
fully keep away bats and birds from hauutiag the caves and making them filthy. 

Another important centre w-here conservation has been carried out on a 
large scale is Bidar. In last year’s Report mention was made of the dis¬ 
covery of a hall and an octagonal room in the Eastern wang of the Takht 
Ma^ll enclosure. In the year under report a sum of Rs. 1,150-12 was siient on 
the excavation of the enclosure in question, and as a result, a row with one beautiful 
hall with tw'o side apartments has been disclosed in the vS*>iithem wing of the 
building as well. The row has in the middle a hall of txmsiderable dimensions 
(70 2 X35 7*) with a long flight of stejjs (72' 8* in length) running along the 
whole length of the structure. The total height of the flight of stqjs, which 
conipns^ SIX steps, is 6^", Each individual step, w-hicli is i' broad by 
I high. IS faced with glazed tdes arranged in geometrical desigii.s, but the enamel 
as ctmipletely disappeared, and the tiles also threatened to fall off. They liave,

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however, been scientifically treated and made strong enough to last a good time. 
The hall was divided, like the main hall of the Chini Mahal), described in tlie report 

1339 ill to three apartments by rows of pillars which were apparently of 
wood, blit no trace of them is now left. The stone pedestals on which the pillars 
rested, twelve in all, are with the exception of one, i« sihf, and each pedestal 
measures 3' square. The pedestals are elegantly carved and polislred and 
shew exquisite taste. To the East of the hall are two side apartments, 
measuring 31' 3''X3i' 3* and ji'x22' respectively. Of these the room in the 
extreme East has a 2ig-zag wall in the middle di'vdding it into coinpartinents, Tlve 
Western wing of the hall has also a side apartment which forms an antechamber 
between the ball and the Throne room of the Taljht Maliall. The apartment in 
question was cleared a long time ago and has been described in previous reports, 

In addition to the Ta^ht Mahall buildings, tlie huge heap of debris over the 
subterranean chambers to the West of the Mahall was also cleared during the year 
under review. The ofierattons disclosed an octagonal room (26' 6" across) wdth 
side apartments and halls. The walls of tlie octagonal room are extant up to a 
height of 27', of which three are quite intact, and each has a narrow stilted arch 
in the middle, 18' 9^ in height. Ojiposite the room descrilied alx»ve is a rectangular 
hall 48' 9''X30^ f/ which was divided into two compartments by two row?s of 
4 pillars each, the back row of the pillars being fixed into the rear wall. Six of the 
stone pedestals wliich show- w'orkmanship of a siqierior type and measure each 
2'X2' are still t'n siiit. The walls of the hall were beautifully decorated with 
glazed tile panels, of which five are in a tolerable state of preservation. The hall 
in question has side apartments on either side of it interconnected with each other 
by means of doorw-ays. In two places are traces of flights of steps, one leading 
upward, and the other to the subterraneau chambers underneath. 

To facilitate access to the various places of interest in the Fort, a network of 
new roads has been constructed by which the visitor can now motor down 
to any part of the Fort conveniently. In the course of cutting the road 
midw^ay hebvoen the (lumhad gate and the Uig Gun a small paved 
platform was discovered with traces of walls on all its four sides. This must 
have been a magazine, as the black soil indicates the ]jresence of guiiimwder liere. 
Sr>me distance to the North of it is another |>aved platfomr (rfi' x i6^) with two row's 
of five stone mortars fixed flush with the level of the platfomi. Each mortar 
measures 3' 3* square and has a drcular hole in the middle i' 3* in 
diameter and i' 4' in depth. These mortars must have been user! for 
pounding gi'upowder ingredients. A total sum of Rs. 2,003-13-7 was spent on 
tlie clearance of the I'ort and the construction of the roads mentioned above. 
Another sum of Rs. 1,590-5-5 was spent during the year on the construction of 
roads leading to the Baridl and Baihman! Tombs. 

A sum of Rs. 1,299-2-4 has been spent on the construction of the Soutliern 
compound wall of tlie Madrasa MahmUd Gaw'an. The work is complete and is 
quite in accordance witli the original work. A sum of Rs. 4,228-5-7 
was also spent by the Public Works Department on the conservation of the 
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building. In all a sum of Rs. 10.272-fvii has been spent in the year under report 
on the conservation of the Btdar monuments. 

At ^luldabad in the Aurangabad District a sum of Rs. q6o was spent on 
the conservation of Hazrat Amir HasSn Sanjari's Dargah where a new Shahabad 
stone flooring has been laid out in the mosque attached to the Dargah and 
a marble sarcophagus with an inscription tablet constructed over the saint's 
grave and a cement ja^ screen erected round it. 

At Gulbaiga the repairs to the tombs of the early kings of the Baihmani 
dynasty, which were proposed hy the Department several years ago, have been 
fbe Public Worlcs Department during the year under report. These 
tnonuinents are of great importance historically, being the tombs of the founder 
of the Baihmani dynasty and his immediate successors. They are also interesting 
from an architectural ptiint of vriew as they bear a striking resemblance to the 
tombs of the Tugbluq kings of Dellii. The reason for this resemblance is apparent, 
for Muhammad Tugbluq had brought with him a large number of master-builders 
and craftsmen from Delhi when he wanted to make Daulatab&d the capital of 
India. A detailed description of these tombs is given in our Annual Report for 
the year 1335 F. (1925-26 A.C.), pp. i to 3. The work telatlug to the con- 
sservatioii of these monumeuts is likely to he completed by next year. 

Through the kind help of Nawab Yasm Jung Bahadur, Subedar of Gulbmga 
t e walls and the buildings of the Giilbarga Fort, which were covered under a 
thick mass of pnckly pear aud rank vegetation, have been thoroughly deared and 
a sum of Rs. 1,839-4 been spent on the work. 

At Elgandal m the ^ritnnagar District repairs were executed to the mosque 
in le oit. ^ The shaking minarets' of this monument were once an object of 
great curiosity to tourists. It has been explained before by the Department 
that these minarets are built of stone rings placed round an iron bar whicli 
opiates when shaken forcibly. A detailed description of this building is 
^ven m our Annual Report for 1331-33 F. (1921-34 A.C.), p, 6. A sum of 

Rs. 800 was silent on the repairs of this mosque during the year and tlie work is 
stiU m progress. 


The repairs to the group of temples at Ramappa were mentioned in the 
report for the previous year {1340 F.^1930^31 A.C.). Thev have been carried 
out filler dunng the year under report, aud the chfiafja towards the East which 
hac fallen down has lieen fully restored. The four figure-brackets of black stone 
^ ^ ^ ^ wliich had also fallen down, have also been fixed in their 

on^nal pasition. The figures represent girk in dancing attitudes. Several pillars 
le u mg w'hich were out of plumb have been set in position and steel 

wherever lintds have given way on account of the 
building. The gopuram (spire) of the building has also been 
oroug y repairerl, and the roof has been judiciously treated wdth cement and 
^oncre e^w ^rever cracks had appeared and water percolated through them. A 

, . ^ l>een spent during the year on these measures and the 

work IS still in progress [Plate 11 (6)].

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At Hyderabad a sum of Rs. r,yio has been spent on the conservation of the 
mosque of Penia Mat?. This buUding is associated with the name of a concubine 
of a Qutb Sbahi King, Muhammad Quli Qutb Shah, founder of Hyderabad. 

Many romantic taJcs are prevalent in Hyderabad about the charm and beau tv 
of this courtesan. The mosque is an important landmark in the panorama of 
Hyderabad when passing from Golconda to the Osman Sagar Tank. A detailed 
description of tliis building is given in our Annual Report for the year 1334 F.

A Slim of Rs. 1,000 was spent on the acquisition of land attached to the 
Dam sh-^Ma and another sum of Rs, 1,025 was spent on the conservation of 
Taihm^p ^ati Pura Mosque during the year. 

In the report for 1339 F. a reference was made to the inscriptions of Yadgir Epigraphy 
which have since been published in the form of an article in the Epigraphia J«do- 
ilfosiemtca for During the year under report one more inscription 

was found at Yadgir. The inscription tablet is fixed on the entrance of Shall 
All Mirza s mosque, and belongs to the reign of 'Ali ‘.^dil Sb^ of Bijapftr (1557— 

1580 A.C.). It records tlie date of the erection of the mosque as 974 H. {1566 
A,C.). In the mosque at Doriihalh, on Yadgir Shahpur Road, mentioned 
elsewhere in this Report, two Persian inscriptions of the year 978 H, (1570 A.C.) 
have been copied, and arrangements are being made to publish them with suitable 
notes in the ensuing number of the Epigrapkia /ndo-Afo$ttmtca, 

During the year under report, 959 coins have been acquired. Of these 13 NumiamHtio 
are of gold, 80 of silver and 866 of copper. Of the thirteen gold coins, nine 
have been presented by the Madras Museum and one by the Bombay Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society, These gold coins are South Indian /atiams. The 
remaining three gold coins, found in SurV’apet Taluk, Nalgonda District, and 
received as treasure trove, are Roman coins of sjiecial interest, One of these 
belongs to Oaudius {41-34 A.D.J and the other to Antonius (138-161 A,D.), The 
name of the king on the third coin could not be deciphered. The rest of the 
coins, i.e. 94 ^j have been acquired as treasure trove. The source and metal of the 
coins are shown in the note of the Curator (see Appendix M). 

Up to now coins of only one Qutb Shalii king, namely ^ 4 bdullah Qutb Sh^, 
were known. They were all of one type. But now one more variety of 'Abdullah 
Qutb Shall and two varieties of another Qu^b ShShi king, namely Muhammad 
Quit Qutb Shah, have been discovered for the first time. These coins have been 
described in Appendix L. 

Many articles of great interest comprising manuscripts, specimens of calli- Muteum 
graphy and painting, old arms and Bidri ware have been acquired during the 
year for the Museum. The acquisition of a Persian manuscript representing 
Nastd'Uq script and in no way inferior to manuscripts written by the well- 
known inaster-calligraphist, Tmad, is well worth a particular mention. It 
was written by Faqir ‘Alauddln MuhammM of Herat in 1049 H. for Prince Shah 
Shuja‘ at Daulatabad. 

Among anns and weapons some swords and kaidrs \rith very beautiful and 
artistic gold work have been acquired. The specimens of Bidri ware acquirer!

consist of betel lioxes, basins and otter articles of household use. The 

dea^ns on them are exquisite. 

A new Ge<jlogical section has been added to the Museum and the Geological 
exhibits that were stored in the Finance Office have been, in accordance with the 
orders of the Honourable the Finance Member, remov^ed to the Museum {vide 
Finance Secretary’s letter No. 5574, dated lotli July, 1932 addressed to the 
Director of Aichaeologj')- TJiey have been suitably exhibited iu one of the suites 
of rooms in the Town Hall allotted to the Museum. They consist of specimens 
picked up within the Dominions as well as those from other parts of India. 

Witli a view to arousitig interest in art at large, two exliibitious were arrangetl 
in the Mmseum, A Japanese Art Exhibition consisting of excellent paintings 
protluced by tlie modem Japanese master-artists was held in the Museum. Tliis 
exhibition was a great success in achieving its object of facilitating the compara¬ 
tive study of inodern and ancient art. 

Most accurate copies of the Bidar tile-works, gold and water colour designs 
and inscriptions from Bidar monuments were also exliibited for five days in tlie 
Museum. They excited very considerable public interest. 

The publications issued during the year are 

1. Annual Reports for the years 1339 and 1340 F, 

2, Hyderabad Ardiajological Series Nos. 9 and lo (viz. Monographs on 
ghitab ^an of Waratigal, and, the Gavimath and Palkigundu 
Inscriptions of Asoka). 

Tlie book on Bidar and the second part of ' Ajartta ’ are almost ready and 
will be published shortly. The Director iu his capacity as Epigraphist to the 
Government of India for Moslem Inscriptions contributed three articles on the 
inscriptions of Hyderabad btate to the Eptgfuphiii Ittdo-Aiostefnicd for 1931-32. 

During the year under re]K}rt one hundred and ten volumes have been acquired 
for the library of the Department. Gf these $2 volumes have been received in 
exchange, and the remaining 28 have been purcha.sed. A complete li.st of the 
books with authors’ names and sources of acquisition is given in Appendbt E. 

Mr. M. Franswah, Photographer of the Department, has prepared 107 nega¬ 
tives during the year under report. The titles and scales of the photograplis are 
given in Appendix F. 

Mr, Sultan Ali Khan Faruqi, the Draughtsman of the Department, has pre¬ 
pared 13 architectural plans all of winch relate to the monuments at Bidar. The 
titles and scales of these Drawings are given in Appendix G. 

Mr. Muhammad Jalaluddin, the . 4 rtist of Ellora, copied 9 colour subjects of 
Ellora for the Hyderabad Museum. Khan Bahadur Mr. Syed .\hniad, the Artist- 
Curator of -\]anta, prepared 5 colour copies of the frescoes of Ajaata for the 
Hyderabad Residency- and the Museum during the year. A list of these copies 
is given in this Report as Appendices H and I.

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A sum of Rs. 71,303-10-0 (B.G* Rs. 61,117-8-6) has been spetit during the 
year under report on tlie tiiaintenance of the Department. The figures for the 
previous year under this head were Rs. 63 i 553 ' 4”2 (B.G. Rs. 54,474-2-5). The 
detail of this expenditure is given in Appendix C. 

In addition to the above ex^ienditure, a sum of Rs. 30,341-6-5 (B.Q. 
Rs. 26,178-5-6) was spent during tlie year on the printing of Vol. II of AjatUa, Tliis, 
however, is a loan which will be paid back to Govemmeut from t];e proceeds of 
the sale of the book. The expenditure on the maintenance of the Museum 
amounted to Rs. 20,765-7-10 {B.G, Rs. 17,798-12-10) during the year. The detail 
of this expenditure is given in Appendix O of this report. 

As the Director is engaged m the compilation of the monographs on Ajauta 
and Bidar he wtU tour at these places. He may also visit Warangal, Gulbarga 
and such other districts of the Dominions where conservation work of an important 
nature is in progress and requires his personal inspection.

Ehiiiiig the year under report the Curator of the Museum was deputed to nttend the Annual 
Meeting of the Nunhsmatic Society of Itidia which was held at Delhi. The Curator read a paper 
on the * Cdns of the Barid which have been discovered for the first time. These coins 

ha^'e been published in the Archa-ological Report for 1340 F. 

Calligraphy —111 the field of Cailigraphy a Persian ^laniiscTipt has been acquired. It represents 
r^asta^Uq script of a very high order. From this point of tdevr it b in no way inferior to the 
inanuscripts written by the celebrated Calligrapher ‘Imad. The first page of the teKt is unfortunately 
missing but the last few lines show that it was i^ribed by Faqir 'AliludclTn Mu^mnmacl of Herat in 
1049 A.H. for Sb^h ^uja^ at Daulatabad.

Another manuscript purchased^ during this a^tar is the In^a~i~Tamhl$ m two parts» It 
represents Sfiikasta script and contains about eight miniatures of later JJughal school. Fir^t two 
pages of the manuscript have Ixsen highly illunnnatcil. 

i4rfiis Wf&pm5*Sm}td$ and katars w'ith very fine and artistic gold work have been 
added to this coUcctioii. 

Sculpturts ,—^Two extremely fine images artistically cacAX'd in black stone have been presented 
to the Museum by tlic owner. One of them is of Pan^ati (Plate Ilia) w'ith four bands in standing 
position surrounded by a FrabhavaU. In front right hand she has an Ak^amala and in rear 
right hand she has a Damru and in the rear left hand she bos a Linga with Yom. At the ends of 
the Prabbavali on each side statids a female ^auri bearer^ In front of her on the right side is 
seated Parvati's son, Gauapatfp eating sweet balls, on the left there b her otlter son, Kumara^ riding 
A peacock. Below the feet of Parvati b carved an alligatOT which represents her vehicle. The other 
image b of Suiy'a (Plate 1116 ), the Sun God, in standing posture with a lotus flower in each of his 
two bands- It b surrounded by a Prabhavall. At each end of the Prabhar^oll there is a 
female Cbauri-bearer preceded by a male attendant. The Prahhas^aJi contains eight seated figures 
which are identical with each other. Below are carved the heads of seven horses which are 
the vehicle of tlic Sun-God. These two images are estremdy dignified and full of expression. 

Amaravaii ^ulptured remains belonging to the first centUD* B-C- oi u Buddhist 

stupa at Aniaravati in Guntur dbtrietp presented by the Madras .Museum, were properly and 
syateniaticnhy installed on pedestals in the Southern arcade of the Museum reserved for foreign 
sculptures. 

They consist of twelve vertical pieces from the railing and casing, fourteen homcmtal pieces 
from the railing and cosing. fi\T coping dalis, four imnges* one umbrella and otic pilaster. These 
pieces represent a variety of subji^ts, namely Dharma Chakra, tree-worship, stupa-woiship. Chakra- 
worship, Dsgobas^ and human figures and other designs.

Old China^ —Of the eleven pieces acquired for this section three Gborl plates in various shades 
and a big PoTcelain jug are of special interest. One of the QJiorfs bdongs to the cntegoiy of 
* crackle' ware. 

Indian Paifiiing ^,—^The siKitlon of Indian paintings has been enlarged by the purchase of a 
Muraqqa'^ containing forty paintings represeiithig Dcccan School. In addition to this few Mughal 
miniatures have also been acquired. 

Bidrf-warg ,—Many additions have been made to our Bidri CoUectioa among which three are 
worth special mention. They arc (l) a fine and complete set of Bidri Huqqa with Tajrkashf work- 
manshipr (s) a beautiful Pandan with floral design all o\'er and m ske iif’'xS'x4i^ Bidti exhibits 
of such dimensions are rather rare^ and (j) a Sailabcht with a typical floral design representiug five 
fingers of hand in extremely artistic and skilful manner. 

Gcotogical Exhibits. —The Honoumbte the Finance Member had very kindly ordered the removal 
of abont seven htmdred Geological exhibits from the Finance Office to the Hyderabad Museum 
Imd^ Finimce Secrctary^'s letter No. 5574 dated roth July, 1932, addressed to the Birector of 
Archajolc^i. Thus a Geolfagical section has been newly opened in the ^fuseum. 

For want of suitable accommodatiort in the main building of the ^luaeom the eutire collection 
has been exhibited In one of the suites of rooma of the Tovm Hall allotted to the Museum. 

These exhibits can be divided into two broad classes (ij those collected within the Domtnlozia 
and (2) those acquired from other parts of India. Spccjincus of the Dominions were picked up 
from Nkamabnd^ AtrSf Baida, Nalgouda, A^fabad, and Kajitnnagar districts. They mainly represent 
GneisSp Sdiist and Granitoid tyv^ of igneous rocks. Other specimens an? from all parts of India 
and hence are liighly valuable for a conipaiative study of Dominion codectiim. 

Misediane^ms .—In order to arouse interest io Art, the Director of Arcbreology had 
arranged Art Exhibitions in tlie Museum. The Japanese Art Exliibitiou consisted of exci2llent 
paintings produced by renowned living Japanese artists. Some of tliem deserve particular mention^ 
" Jutaicho* (an imaginary bird on a pine tree) by the famaus Japanese artist Jippo Araki^ ' The 
Molclcri' by the lady artist Mine Shige-ko-Su^uld ‘ Appoiition * (loiniortality of Soul} by Kokkan 
Otake, ' Judgment Day " (a vision) by the same artist^ ^ Mdl ^ and ' Paradise * by Hodo Vamamoto 
coniniaiuie<l great attraction for the public. They represented the high watcr-moik of the artistic 
genius of the modern Japan and proved useful for the caiuparative study of Modem and Audeut art 
exhibited in the Museum. 

Bidar ExhibiHm,- —The Irirector of Archsedogy is writing a comprehermve and authoritative 
book on Bidar. In this connectioa he got some of the tile w'orkst water and gold colour designs 
and inscriptions from Bidur uionumciits most accurately copied for mpioductioji m liis book^ which 
is now going through tlie press. At the request of the Curator he pleased to allow these copies 
to be exhibited in the Museum for the benefit of public before their being packed and sent to 
England for reproduction. 

Among the tilc^work the representation of a lion with a nsirig suii in the rear and in tlie 
collection of uiscnptiDns of the Tughta design ,^^1* h deserves special mention. 

These exhibitions were open to the public free and they attr^?ted large crowds of visitors.

Review of the Report on the working of the Archaeological Department 
for the year 1342 Fasli (1932-33 A.C.) 

Tours ,—^During the year under review the Director, Mr, G, Yazdani, toured 
for forty-two days in the Aurangabad, Bidar, Waraugal, and Gulbarga districts ■, 
and the Assistant Director toured iu the Aurangabad, Parbbaui, Nauded, 
Nizamabad, Bidar, Nalgonda, and Warangal districts for tliirty days. Tlie object 
of tliese tours was chiefly to survey the newly discovered monuments and to 
supervise the conservation work. 

Survey of Monuments .—Most important and interesting discoverj' of the 
year was of the Ghanapur temples, situated eiglit miles N-E. of Palamiiet and 
fifty miles N.E, of Warangal The temples, whicli are a replica of the famous 
Palampet temples, form a group of twenty-two shrines. In spite of diligent search 
no trace of any inscription has yet been found which may throw light ou the 
exact date of the erection of these temples. 

Other places of interest surveyed during the current year were the Dargah 
of Hazrat Shah Aghraf Blyabaoi at Anibad; the Fort at Kaiilas, the Dargah of 
Kagrat ^ab ^ia u’l Haq, and the mosques of Ikhlds Oau and ^uut ^au 
near Ni^amSagar; some archa-Hjlogical remains at Hadikonda in Nalgonda district; 
Naukhauda Palace (Aurangabad), the tomb at Fathpur uear Bidar, ^ahpur 
Fort and the Gogi and Hirapur mosques. 

Conservation .—^The work of conservation has continued. Important 
measures carried out during the year relate to the cleaning and preservation of the 
Ajauta frescoes in caves IV, VI, VU. XVI, XIX, and XXII. The frescoes 
in cave VT after their scientific treatment liave almost regained their pristine 
beauty. 

Cleaning of the frescoes at Ellora was continued while the conservation work 
at Bidar has led to the valuable discovery of a spacious square hall, 51 ft. each way. 
Another vast hall 52 ft. x f>3 ft. has been brought to light to the East of the hall 
mentioned above. 

The work of repaim to the group of temples at Palampet which was mention^ 
ed in last year's report as m progress is still going on and it is hoped that the work 
will be completed In the course of the next year. 
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Epigraphy ,—^The year under review has been fruitful as regards the discovery 
of several historical inscriptions. The most important discovery was of a new 
inscription in cave XXVT at Ajanta. At Gpgi an inscription of Muhammad bin 
TugJjlnq was discovered. At XaulSs three inscriptions were discovered by the 
Assistant Director, One of these fixed in the mosqtie of Ofin! ^an is very 
interesting as it represents an elegant style of Thulth. 

TVDuring the year under review the Department acquired 6,177 
coins; 8 of which are gold, 1,550 silver, and 4,619 co'ppcr. 

Conclusion , — In conclusion His Exalted Highness the Nizam's Government 
are pleased to note that the progress of the Department continues under tile 
able supervision of Mr. Yazdani.

There was no change in the person nd of the Department during the year penonnei 
under review. The Director, Mr, G. Yazdani, remained on special duty through¬ 
out the year but he attended to aU important works of the Department besides 
devoting himself to the compilation of special volumes on Ajauta and Bidar. 

The Director returned to headquarters from Europe on the 9th Adhur, 1342 
Pasli. In this way the first nine days of the year—ist Adhur to gth Adhur — ^were 
spent in his voyage from England to India. The Assistant Director, Mr. Syed 
Yusuf, was in charge of the current ’work of the Department. 

The Director toured in the AurangabSd, Bidar, Warangal, and Gulbarga Toun 
districts for forty-two daj's, and the Assistant Director toured in the Aurangabad, 

Parbhani, Nanded, Nizainabad, Bidar, Nalgonda, and Warangal districts for 
thirty days. The object of these tours was to survey the newly discovered monu¬ 
ments, and also to supervise the conservation work whidi was lieing carried out , 

in these districts. The details of the tours of the Director and the Assistant I 

Director are given in their diaries published in this Report as Appendices A 
and B. 

As a result of these tours the following monuments have been explored and 
a regular survey of them has been made:— 

Ghaftapnr Temples ; Most important and by far the most interesting of all 
the discoveries made during the year is the one of the Ghanapiir temples, situated 
eight miles N.E. of Palampet and fifty miles N.E. of Warangal. The temples, which 
are a replica of the famous Palampet temples, form a group of twenty-two shrines 
— structures of varying dimensions — and lie in a square enclosure 260 ft. x 260 ft., 
the walls of the enclosure being ingeniously constructed, like the enclosure wall 

of the palampet temples, with fadngs of huge blocks of well-chiselled masonry, ! 

the core being filled in by means of earth and debris. In this particular case, 
only the Western wall of the endosme is in a partially preserved condition, while 
the walls of the three other sides have disappeared and a mud embankment has 
taken their place. The endosure is entered through a blank space left (pro¬ 
bably for a gateway) in the middle of the Western waE. In the centre of the 
enclosure stands the main temple of tlie group, which like the main temple of 
Palampet, has porticoes towards the East, North, and South, the Western side 
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being occupied by the ceUa with the broken, effigy of a Ihiga in it. In front of the 
ceUa is the usual aiite-chamher and next to it is the mahamandapa. The celia 
measures 14 ft.xit ft., the ante'Chamber 13 ft. 4 in, X13 ft. 4 in., and the maka- 
mandapa 55 ft. X 55 ft. In all, the total length of the structure, from the celia 
to the Eastern portico, is 92 ft. 6 in. internally, and the total breadth is 55 ft. 
across (from Northern to Southern porch). Out of the three porticcses mentioned 
above, only the Northern one is in a preserved state while tlie other tivo porticoes 
(Soutliem and Eastern) and the roof of the mahamandapa have been destroyed by 
a huge tamarind tree, which taking root in the floor of the hall, caused havoc 
to the whole structure. As it stands the temple is without a sikhara 
[Plate IV i]. The sikhara^ if there had been any, must have been of 
the form of tlie sikkaras of the surrounding subsidiary shrines, or rather 
of the representations of the sikhara carved on the back wall of the 
main temple in question, whidi mark a compromise between the Indo-Aryan 
sikhatas of the North and the sikharas of the Dravidian temples of the South 
[Plate IV a]. The tamarind tree mentioned above and the other rank 
vegetation which was causing an irreparable damage to the building have Ijeen 
cut down, and much has been done to reclaim the building from the destructive 
effects of nature and time, hike Palampet, this temijle and the whole group of 
the temples surrounding it, have been constructed of fawn-coloured sandstone, 
and from tlieir w'orkmanship and the detaiLs of carvings, they appear to be con¬ 
temporary with the Palampet temples. Eight black granite human and animal 
brackets which arc quite identical in their style and form with the Palampet brackets 
arc the only existing representatives of the tjqie of the bracket-decorations which 
once adorned this magnificent temple [Plate V a and 5 ]. 

In a line with the main central temple at either end of the compound wall 
are two subsidiary large temples, eacli measuring 65 ft, 3 in.x65 ft. 3 in. and 
48 ft.X48 ft. respectively. Tlie subsidiary temple in the Nortliem end referred 
to above has also a shrine for the Hnga 9 ft, square, and in front of it ts an 
ante-chamber 8 ft. 6 in.xS ft. 6 in. The corresponch'ng temple in the Southern 
extremity is devoid of any shrine and these temples never had any brackets 
adorning them. 

.(Vlong the Western wall of the enclosure are eight small subsidiary temples 
in a row', of which the six .shrines to the North of the entrance of the enclosure are 
in excellent preservation %vith their sikharas and porticoes quite intact, whereas 
the tw'o other small temples in the same row hut to the Soutli of the entrance arc 
in mins. The other three sides of the enclosure had similar subsidiary 
shrines ; but these are mostly mined, and in one or two places tlie walls and 
sikharas of a few temples are now out of plumb and are threatening to 
fall down. In spite of a thorough search being made no trace of any in,scription 
could be found in the locality w'bich could throw' any light on the date of the 
erection of these temples. 

Dargah of Hagrat .SAfl/i A^raf Btydbani at Ambad ; The mausoleum of the saint, 
Shah AsJiraf Biyabani, is situated at a distance of about tw*o miles to tlie East of the 
town of Ambad. wliich lies eighteen miles S.S.W. of Jahia. The Dargah, con- 
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structed as it is of deep crimson coloured sand-stone is coated over with plaster, 
which being discoloured through age gives the structure a dark grey tone. The 
niausoleuin stands in the S*E, comer of a square endosure and is built ou a square 
platform 45 ft, 8 in. each wa3' and 3 ft. high. Tlie building is a square stme- 
ture 22 ft. 8 in. each way externally, witli corners chopped off by means of arches 
and at each comer against the arches in question stands a slim nrasonry pillar 
remarkably oniaiiientcd in the middle with a bunch of lotus-bud decoration and 
supports a disproportionately la^e octagonal lantern at the top, all the eight faces 
of which are adorned with arches filled in with perforated screens executed in plaster. 
The lantern descrilred above is finished widi a rounded dome placed 011 a broad 
circular drum decorated all round with lotus-petal decorations. Of the four 
originally existing lanterns only the one in the S.W. comer is now extant, 
the other three having fallen do\vn on account of the weak supports on whicli 
they were made to stand. The building, thus rendered octagonal by the cutting 
off of the corners has a lofty octagonal ornamental parapet at the top above 
which rises the circular decorative dmm supporting a corrugated dome adorned 
with a band of lotus petal decoration at tlie bottom and finished with a 
masonry lantern at the top [Plate VI (r]. 

Access into the building is through arched-doorways in the middle of its 
Western and Southern w'alls, which are fitted with rectangular w'ooden frames and 
furnished witli wooden shutters. Tliough octagonal externally, the grave cliamber 
inside is a t>erfect square, 15 ft. 4 in. each way, and lias in the middle two male 
graves and one small female grave. Like all otlier square structures ivhidi carry 
a circular dome at the top, the square grave chamlier of this Dargah has been 
rendered octagonal at the top by means of squhiches, and In the upper portion by 
a similar treatment has been rendered into a polygon of sixteen sides and in the end 
likewise it is finished with the circular base of the drum of the dome. The dome 
described above is ribbed botli inside and out and is decorated with cut-plaster 
work on the inner surface. 

As is clear from the description given above the style of tlte building is quite 
unique. The coimgated surface of the dome, thougli in itself very interesting, 
is not so remarkable a feature as the heavy comer lanterns placed on the slim 
pillars wdiich are so reminiscent of tlie style of the pillar constructed in the Dlwaii-i- 
^lass of Akbar at l''athpar Sikri, Another buildisig of this stj'Ie is tlic Dargah 
of Zacdldja^ Baebdja at lUiuldabSd tvhere the pillars at the comers have a greater 
similarity to their prototypes at Fathpur Sikri. The Bargali of Zadjdja Bachdia 
is situated close to the tomb of Malik *Ambar and seems to Iravc been built about 
the same time as the latter tomb. 

On the platform of Shah Asbraf’s Dargalt and around it are graves of tlie 
members of the saint's family and of iiis disdples. To the West of the Dargah on 
the platform are t>vo male graves at tlie foot of which is a Persian inscription wliich 
has been copied. The inscription nientions tlie name of ^aikh Muhammad Hasan 
.son of ‘Abdu'l Qayam and lias the date io9o(?) H- Arrangements are being made 
by tlie Department to edit tlie inscription in the future issue of the Epigraphia 
liido-MGslemica. The Dargah itself bears no inscription. 
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Facing the Dargali to the West is a square open enclosure 29 ft. 8 in, each 
wav, which has a single grave in the middle. The enclosure is readied by a flight 
of seven steps and has an arched dcxinvay for entrance. 

Kivtlas Fori ami other monumenh \ The village of Takeriialli, where the 
visitor has to halt for liis visit to Kaulas, is situated on the twentieth mile of the 
Ni?ajnsagar Diglur Road. From this village itself the visitor can have a charming, 
though distant, view of the magnificent hill fortress which has given the tou-n, 
that nestles at its foot, the name of Kaulas. The deserted village and the fort 
of Kaulas are situated at a distance of about two miles to the South of the road. 
The fort commands an almost central position in the row of the hills wliich are 
spread in the shape of a crescent to the left of the road and rise one above tlie 
other in the form of tiers. The body of the fort rises from the ground level 
to the top of the hill in a gradual manner, the rear line of the fortifica¬ 
tion with its proinineut Koith-eastem bastion known as the MalkapOr Burj 
attracting the view of the visitor from a considerable distance. A stream of 
clear fresh water runs along the whole of tlie west face of the fort and serves the 
purpose of a ditch. Access to the main gateway of the fort is through a narrow 
lane which runs across the whole length of the village of Kaulas. The village 
has a very disappointing and dreary aspect, as it has been in a deserted condition 
for many decades. The lane mentioned above ends in an open ground which has a 
freshwater stream crossing it at tliis point and severing it from the broad flight 
of steps which lead up to the fort. The steps rising from the brink of the 
stream enter the main gateway of the fort which is built in the N.W. face of 
the outer line of fortifications. This gateway is constructed in the form of a 
big arched entrance, but the upper portion of the ardi has been blocked up and 
the gate rendered rectangular by means of a stone lintel placed across the jambs, 
and is furnished with wooden door-leaves. Over the lintel arc carved figures of 
Hindu deities and the royal insignia of the Warangal Rajahs—the 'Ganda- 
hrhiitda' with dejihants in its two bills and talons, and hansas and lions appearing 
on either side of it. Adjoining the main gate to its left is another small side-door 
fitted with wooden shutters. The passage of the gateway has a hall on either side 
of it with two arched openings and the whole ceiling is covered over with a series 
of small squat domes. The interiors of the domeswere decorated with cut-plaster, 
traces of which are still to be seen here and there. Opposite the doorw'ay and to the 
South of it is a Naqqdrkhana witli three arched openings facing the North. A little 
further on as the visitor goes up the steps he comes across the second gateway 
of the fort, which forms the entrance of the inner row of fortifications. This gateway 
is quite similar to the main gateway, but is devoid of any ornamentation. 
There arc three broken dnim.s lying in the Western hall of the gateway and two 
small guns (1 yard in length) are lying out of position in the passage. This second 
gateway marks the highest point of the liill, and the steps also consequently end 
at this point. The top of the hill is in the form of a broad open plateau which 
has traces of old palaces, temples, and mesques, all in utter ruin. Just opposite 
the inner gateway mentioned above is the dilapidated palace of Rani Kawar 
Ba'i, a descendant of the local Maratba ruling family, whose successor is yet alive 
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and has a claim on these ruins and the cultivated land of the fort. The palace 
wliich is now a mass of mins does not lay claim to any ffreat antiquity. It is 
reported that the building lately took fire and scj became the rain which 
now marks its position. Traces of burnt timber and other wooden objects are 
scattered about the place, and are evidence enough to supiJort the statement. 
The palace has an obloEig court in front with a square water cistern in the 
middle. The building consists of a large hall supiwrted by a double row of three 
inultlfoil arches in the middle and by tw'o arches in Bengali stj’le at either end. 
Traces of beautiful cut-plaster work still adorn the surfaces of the ruined walls. A 
lane going along the Westenr wall of the enclosure of the palace leads to the Ookonda 
gate, an outlet which is built into the second rampart of the fort in the Southern 
side of the fortification and corresponds wHth the main gateway. In the lane 
are thrown two small pieces of ordnance each yards in length) and to left of it 
is a small domed tomb of a saint, locally known as Bublul Shih Wall, Near 
the Golconda gate mentioned above is a grave with an epitaph in Persian 
{9 in, X 9 in.). 

To the left of the main gateway is a square bastion on which is placed a long 
gun in two adjustable parts, each measuring 18 ft. 6 in, and 5 ft. 4 in. The 
extreme S.W. corner of the inner rampart has a semicircular bastion which has a 
Persian inscription in beautiful Nmia'llq diafacters (2 ft. 4 in. x i ft. 10 in.).^ 

Beyond the two rows of ramparts which encircle it, the gateways, the ruins 
of the Rani's palace, a ruined mosque, a temple, a few magaaines and grain 
stores — all buildings of no great historical or architectural interest — there is hardly 
anything in the fort which is noteworthy. Outwardly, the appearance of the 
fort is extremely deceptive. The whole series of bastions and ramparts which 
are all battleinented and have loopholes for guns are in excellent preservation 
and Iiave a very romantic aspect. 

About three quarters of a mile from the fort and about half a mile from tlie 
village i.s tlie Dargah of Hascrat ^iau’l Haq, a square domed structure, 

19 ft, 8 in. each way externally. The building is of no great historical or architec¬ 
tural interest. 

About a furlong to N.W. of the Dargah is Ikhl^ ^iin’s mosque, a grim 
old piece of architecture with three arched openings facing the East, supported on a 
pair of thick square pillars at either end. Tlie hall is covered over with three 
flat domes and measures 36 ft. 7 in.xiy ft. 6 in. intenially. It has a narrow 
chhajja tn front and at the top is a low parapet decoraterl with cable and lozenge 
design in pla.ster. 

About half a furlong from the above mosque is ^mnl ^an’s mosque similar 
in architectural details to the above mosque %vith two slender minarets in front 
and one thick stump of a minaret in the middle of the rear wail just over the 
niihrab^ — quite a new feature. The mosque has a rectangular courtyard 
and a water cistern in front. The prayer-haU measures 31 ft. 2 in. x 20 ft, 
6 in, internally, and has a Persian inscription (i ft. 4 in. x 10 in.) placed in a niche

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in tlie North wail. The inscription leferred to will Ije published in the future 
issues of the Epigtapkia Ind^MosUmica. The grave of the founder lies in tlie 
courtyard of the mosque. 

Nadikottda : In addition to tlie inoiiumeuts described abovcj on receipt of 
newsijaper reiiorts amiouncitig the discovery of some archaailogical remains in the 
form of mins of architecture and inscriptions pertaining to the capital of the old 
Kukatiya dynasty at a place uaiiied Nadikonda, five miles from Jangaon in tlie 
Nalgoiida District, tlie Assistant Director visited the site. The place is un¬ 
doubtedly old. as is evidenced by a few traces of the old town wall, an old ruined 
temple in Chaluk>^u style, two old Telugu inscriptions found in the two tanks 
in the vicinity of the village, and a frieze of bas-rchef sculptures with a long line 
of old Telugu mscription carved on a rock in a natural gorge on the hill over¬ 
looking the Hyderabad-Warangal road. The inscriptions referred to above have 
been copied and anaiigements are being made to have them deciphered. The . 
Department is also contemplating to conduct excavations at tlie place with a 
view to have the site thoroughly examined and surveyed. 

In the course of his tours in the Aurangabad, Bidar, Warangal, and Gulbarga 
Districts the Director inspected certain archaeological buildings, the description of 
which is given below: — 

Naukhanda Palace : It was originally built by Malik *Ambar; but 'Alam 
'All ^au, a Governor of Aurangabad under Aurangzeb, is reported to have made 
extensive additions to the palace. His Highness Jah Ni?amu'l Mulk made 
further additions, and there is a carpet associated with him which is placed in 
the central apartment of the palace on tlie two 'Id festivals, and the oflScials of 
Aurangabad led by tlie Subedar assemble to pay their homage to this carpet as 
the seat of His Highness Jah Bahadur. The function is observed with 

great dignity, and the Subedar places a na^ of fifty-one Halli Sicca Rupees 
on the carpet as a mark of devotion. 

The palace consists of a series of enclosures each witli an Audience Hall 
situated In the midst of a pleasant garden with water channels and fountains. 
The innermost enclosure is the most extensive j but its Audience Hall and garden 
are in a ruinous condition now. The central enclosure is in a comparatively 
better state of preservation, and it is at the hall of this enclosure that the carpet 
of Asaf Jail is displayed on State occasions. The hall comprises several apart¬ 
ments, the roof of which is supported by wooden pillars. The architecture of the 
hall is of the late MugJjal style, the salient feature of wMch is apparent in the 
cusped arches. 

. 4 s His Exalted Highness has been pleased to issue a special Jirman for tlie 
preservation of this palace, the Department in consultation with the Public Works 
Department lias drawn iiji a sj^stematic programnie of repairs and submitted it to 
Government with an estimate amounting to Rs. 37,100. The work will be carried 
out by instalments, and tlie expenditure may be spread over tliree or four years. 
The main items of the programnie comprise (tf) the conservation of Uie . 4 udience 
Hall of the innennost enclosure, {6) the restoration of the garden of the same 
enclo.sure, and (c) repairs to the roof and floor of tlie hall of the central enclosure. 
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Tomb at Falhpur : Some five miles to the North-east of Bidar is tlie small 
village of FathpCir where a Ijeautifiil niaiisoleuKi is built. It is assoaated with 
the name of FafeJjru'l Mtdk^ apparently a cHgnitar)' of the court of Auraiigzeb 
for a sanad issued by this emperor in iio8 H. (i 69 b A.D.) ntentioning tlie grant of 
thirty bighas of land and eighteen mango trees for the maintenance of the tomb is 
still in possession of the keeper of the mausoleum. The architecture of the tomb is 
interesting, for it is unlike any other biulding in Bidar or Gulbarga and resembles 
very much the tomb of ^er Shall at Sahssaram. Tlic mausoleum is built on a 
lofty terrace which has flights of steps on all four sides with two landings in 
the middle. The building on the ground level near the lowest step is 190 ft. 
square w’hile the terrace measures 131 ft. eacdi way. The dome is built on a 
massive base, the walls of which rise to a height of 35 aud are decorated 
T.vith arches. The drum of the dome is 12 ft. 4 in. higher than the roof level, 
aud the dome itself rises 55 ft. higher still. The finial has a striking resem¬ 
blance to those of the TugLhiq tombs of Delhi. The circumference of the dome 
near the upper ring of its drum is 126 ft. 4 in., and the structure with its heavj^ 
appearance is an important landmark in the panorama of Bidar. The interior 
of the tomb is 36 ft. square, and tliere are two sarcophagi belonging to the 
graves of Fakbru’l Mulk and his wife. Tlie red graves are in the ground 
chamber which is reached by tweuty-eight steps below the terrace. The arches 
which are built along the walls and at the comers of tJie tomb show' a fine sense 
of proportion. The building has been studied in greater detail in the Bidar 
volume which contains also a plan and. a photcigrapli of the building. 

ShakpUr Fori attd Gogt Mosque : ^ahpflr has a fort of irregular shape, 
built on precipitous rocks which originally formed the principal defences of the 
fort. In later times it seems to have been strengthened by foa-stious and curtains 
which were built by Husalmau kings. In histor>' Shdipur dties not appear, 
although some scholars have confused it wdtli Shalipur, the suburb of Bijapur, 
w^hich was founded by 'All ‘Adil Shdi in 965 H. (1558 A.D.) to commemorate 
his accesvsion to the throne. The reason for tlie omission of §bdipur is that the 
fort of this place was regarded as an inseparable part of the principality of Sagar 
winch has occupied an iiiiportant position in the liistory of the Deccan from a 
very early i>eriod. It is interesting to note that even in inscriptions carved on 
^ahpur Fort and Die town-gateway the name ^lalipur does not appear; but in 
its place the name Nusratabad is given. The latter name was given to Sagar by 
‘Adil ghahi kings, although the author of Ma'aftiT-i-'Alamgiri writes that Aurang- 
zeb changed the name of Sagar into Nusratabad when he annexed it to his 
kingdom in 1098 H. The latter statement is unwarranted, for the name Nusrat¬ 
abad occurs on die inscriptions of Shahpur as well as Sagar earlier than the 
conquest of the place by Aurangaeb, The inscriptions of Shahpur have been 
studied in the fomi of an article published in the Epigrafkia Indo-Moslcmica 
for the year 1931-32 A.D. 

, 4 t Gogi the principal moiinment is a mosque styled the Kali Masjid. It 
was built by Sultana I'arinia. The mosque has no inscription, but from the style 
of its architecture it seems to have been built at tlie end of the 15th century or 
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the beginning of the i6th century. The facade of the building is decorated with a 
profusion of comices, minarets and niches [Plate VI 6]. The interior consists of 
a prayer-hall and a mihrdh. The former has a domed ceiling and beautiful screens 
of lattice work in its sides towards the North and South. The mihrdb projects 
from the hall in the form of a chimney and is crowned by a dome. Tire general 
impression made by the building is that of picturesciueuess of detail rather than of 
grace of line or chastity of design. Close to the Kali Masjid are situated the 
tombs of 'Atlil Shah I kings which liave been repaired by the Department recently.* 
As originally these tombs had no inscriptions and it w'as difficult for an ordinary 
visitor to identify them, the Department has built inscriptional tablets at the 
head of each tomb. 

In the Warangal Fort the remains of an old structure found near the tank 
w ere examined. As there is a mound in the close vicinity of the remains, they 
seem to be connected with a temple ^vhich once stood here. Along the slope of 
this mound on oue side a small shrine may be seen, w^hich either fonned part 
of the old temple or was built out of its matenal when the latter fell into ruins, 

Mr. Abdul Basit Khan, the first Taluqdar <if Warangal, brought to the 
Director’s notice a Moslem tomb with an inscription which mentions tlie name 
of Sultan Quii who died in 965 H. As the inscription contains also the name of 
Mirza '.Mi Khawar, the father of the deceased, the latter should not be confused 
with Sultan Quli, the founder of die Qutb Sh^il dynasty, who in his early days 
W'3S the Governor of Telingana. The inscription has been published in the 
Eptgraphia Ifido^Moslemicuior 1931-32. 

Hirdpur Mosque: The Director during his tour in Gulbarga also visited 
the Hirapur Mosque which was built by Chand Bibi in 994 H. {1585 A,D,) when 
she was Queen-regent during the minority* of Ibr^tm 'Adil §h^ of Bijapur. 
The building is an interesting specimen of the Deccan Moslem style of architecture, 
and originally it had a garden and a well attached to it (Plate VTI). The build- 
iiig is in a fair state of preservation, but the garden has fallen into ruins. The 
well attached to the mosque has an inscription which has been published in the 
Eptgraphia Indo-AIoslemica for 1907-8. 

During the year under report the Geological Department of Fl.E.H. the 
Nizam’s Government reported the discovery of a prehistoric burial site * at 
Nandkonda in the Nalgoiida District, of four similar sites at Gondimali, Kalkimtla, 
Ramapuram and Kondapiiram (in the Ciadwal Samastan) in the Kaichur District, 
and of three sites at 'Amlapur, Rajankalur and Haggaritgi in the Gulbarga District. 
Tw'O similar discoveries have been made by the Archaeological Department itself 
at Shakapur and Ivanthalli, near Shahpur in the Gvrlbarga Di.strict. The sites 
in question have been declared Protected Moutunents and a Circuittr has been 
issued to protect them from vandalism and ruin. 

The campaign for the conservation of the Ajanta frescoes continued as usual 
ill the year under report. The most imimrtaiit measures carried out during the

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year relate to the deaning and preservation of the frescoes in caves IV, VII, 
XVI, XIX and XXII. The frescoes in cave Yl, which prior to the cleaning 
operations were extremely dull and dim, have now been thorO'Ughly deaned and 
sdeutifically treated, as a result of which a new piece containing the scene of the 
Temptation of the Buddha, similar to the one existing in cave I, has been Ijrouglit 
to light. The outline of this subject is exceptionally bold. The frescoes dis^ 
covered in cave XVI and mentioned in last year’s reix>rt, also received a thorough 
sdentific treatment. 

A new discovery has been made in the year under review of an inscription 
on the wall between caves XXVI and XXVII. This discovery was made in the 
course of repairs executed in the caves mentioned. Kstarapages of tlie 
inscription referred to above have been obtained and arrangements are being 
made to have the inscription deciphered. 

Among the constructive works carried out during tlie year mention must 
be made of the construction of the passage betw'eeii caves XVIII and XIX and 
of the building of the parapet wall along tlie above passage. Repairs were also 
executed to the pillars in cave IX. In addition to the above works, Uie large 
platfonn which forms the means of access to the caves was considerably extended, 
and on either side of the approach leading to the caves a row' of platforms was 
constructed of the total length of :2 do ft., on which trees have l>een planted to 
afiord shade to the visitors. 

In pre\dou5 years the work of the cleaning of the frescoes in the EUora Caves 
was carried out by the Department’s mechanic, Kr. Ghulam Nabi, imder the 
supervision of Mr. Syed Jalaluddtn, Curator of the EUora Caves, and a reference 
has beeu made to tliis w'ork in the Department's Retmrt for the year 1338 Fasil- 
In the Report for 1337 Fasli a detailed article dealing with the frescoes in the 
KUora Caves has been published under the title * TAe Jtfisco Paintings of Ettora ’ 
as Appendix A of that Reimrt. This article w-as originally published as a paiier 
which was read by the Director, Mr, G, Yazdaui, at the X\TIth International 
Oriental Conference held at Oxford in 1928 A.C. The work was again taken up 
in tlie year under report, and the services of Messrs. Ohulam Nabt and Abdur 
Raziq, Mechanics who have carried out exceUent work of this nature at Ajanta, 
were employed, as a result of which the frescoes on the ceiling of the middle hall 
of Kailasa (cave XVI) and those of the w*alls of the Northern and Southern porches 
of the same cave, were cleaned and scientifically preserved. The frescoes on tlie 
ceiling of the middle hall and the Northern wing of cave XXXI were also cleaned 
and conserved. The Mechanics were busy with this work till tlie end of the 
year. 

In the Daulatabad Fort clearance work w'as carried out on a large scale 
and as a result the block of palatial buildings spread out at the foot of the 
hill wns cleared up to a considerable extent and path-ways were laid out in 
diflferent places with the view of making the buildings more easily accessible. Rank 
vegetation which w’as growing abundantly on these structures as also on the 
bastions and ramparts of the fort was destroyed, and minor repairs were executed 
on the fort buildings wherever necessary. The main road inside the fort was 
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considerably repaired, and the visitor can now motor down with ease from the 
outer gateway of the fort straight up to the foot of the lull, whence steps leading 
to tlie Bala Hi^ start and take the visitor up. 

At Bidar, another important centre where conservation has been carried out 
on an extensive scale during the year, the treatment which the newly exhumed 
buildings of the la^it Mahall group and the series of apartments built over the 
subterranean cbamljers liave received, deserv'es special meution. In last year's 
report a mention was made of the discovery of a row of hallji and apartments in 
the Southern wing of the TaJjjit Mahall. In the year under report a spacious 
square hall, 51 ft. each way, has been brought to light to the South of the row 
in question. This hall, both from its gigantic dimensjon.s and from its scheme of 
decoration, appears to be the Diwan-i“]^ia^j or Private Audience Hall. The 
hall is coimectcd witli tlie adjoining buildings by means of broad doorways — 
each 19 ft, wide, built in die middle of each of the three — Western, Northern and 
Eastern — walls of the hall. Tlie fourth or the Southern side of the hall had the 
s/ia/i-nisfifw, or tlie Royal Seat, where the king used to sit and give audience. 
The is indicated b)' a projection made in the structure which must 

have supported a balcony^VjaroAii—jutting out of the Southern wall of the 
building. No traces of the upper structure of tlie balcony are now visible, but tlie 
beautiful scheme of tile decoration both on the w'alls and the flooring of the 
balcony, especially the pieces of tiles with gold work arranged between alternate 
bands of white and black stone, still in their original pfjsition, are additional 
evidence to suggest the existence of the at this place. The 

hall is further decorated with eight deep niches, each niche —2 ft. 5 UI. X3 ft. 
and 3| ft. deep — appearing on either side of tlie doorways and the shdk-m^in 
mentioned. The niches ivere outwardly adorned with bauds of black polished 
stoue carved in lo2enge and floral designs. One of tliese niches, the one of the 
South-western comer of the hall, which is almost intact, is decorated at the bottom 
with enamelled tiles, the work being done in low relief and the colours of the 
tiles, deep blue and green, presenting a very pleasing effect against a perfectly 
white background. Traces of old paintings are also to be found here and there 
on the walls. Mark.s of the plaster bed in which the tiles were fixed are likewise 
to lie seen in several other places which indicate a gorgeous scheme of decoration. 
The doorways of tlie hall, adorned with black stone jambs, exquisitely carved and 
l>olished, and the various other pieces of car\'ed stone found on the spot in the 
course of excavation, suggest a very high standard of architectural decoration. 
Arrangements are being made by the Department to restore these carved stone 
pieces to their original positions, and also to preserve tlie remains of the enamelled 
tile dctoration in the best way possible. The flooring of the hall, which is of 
exceptionally strong lime concrete, is in excellent preservation. 

Another vast hall, 52 ft.x63 ft., has lieeu brought to light to the East of the 
hall mentioned above. Tins hall is quite plain, and beyond a few carved stoue 
fragments nothing was found in it to suggest auy decorative work. A dfxrrway, 
19 ft. wide, connects this hall with the one described above, and another narrow 
doorw'ay TOnnects it with the central hall of the row of buildings to its North 
described in last year's report. 
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Further excavation was carried out in tlie courtyard of tlie Tajcht Mahall, as 
a result of which the whole court has been cleared of the huge mass of debris 
that covered it for centuries together. The row of buildings to the East of the 
courtyard also was cleared and as a result the octagonal rootn^ corresponding 
to a similar room of the Takht Mahall described in previous year’s report has 
been cleared up to the floor level. In the centre of the room are four pedestals 
which indicate the presence of woodeu pillars that mrist have supported a wooden 
pavilion. The room measures 14 ft. 9 in. across, and the pedestals stand at a 
distance of 6 ft. 6 in. from each other. A low ardied opening in tlie Western wall, 
4 ft, 1 in. high, forms the only entrance to the room. The walls of the structure 
are of exceptional thickness, being 10 ft. thick. 

Clearance work was generally conducted in the area surrounding the Takht 
Ma^U group and the visitor can now by virtue of it go round from one building 
to another with great convenience and ease. 

The building of the Naqqarkhana at the extreme end of the Southern wall 
of the fort has been cleared of debris, and arrangements are being made to 
restore the building and to utilize it for the local Museum, in which, when tlie 
repairs are completed, all the antiquities picked up in the course of excavations 
and the old armoury of the Bldar fort will be stored and exhibited. Two large 
terraces, each 119' long, have been constructed in front of the building, and stone 
pedestals are beiug built on it to serve as stands for the sculptures found during 
excavations. In the course of clearance one large cistern, 93' 9' square was brought 
to light just in front of the Naqqar^ana and another cistern, 15* 9' square 
was cleared a little to the North of the former dstem. The latter cistern has a 
perforated cascade—with three rows of five small wiAnat-like niches—in the 
middle of the Northern waD, and opposite the cascade is another small 
cistern, 5' 6* eaidi way, in w'hich water issuing from the cascade used to be 
stored. 

In addiricm to the above works, excavation was also conducted in the court¬ 
yard of the Qiini Mahall, described in previous reports, as a result of which the 
courtyard has been dug to a comsiderahle depth and a strong concrete pavement 
has been brought to light. Clearance work w^as also carried out at the double- 
arched entrance of the Mahall in question as a result of wliidi the entrance has 
been cleared of debris. 

Side by side with the excavation and conservation operations made on the 
newly discovered buildings of the Bidar Fort, the work of tlie construction of 
roads leading to all the various places of interest in tlie fort was also continued. 
As a result of this, a new road one mile and a half long, has been constructed 
which starts from the ^arza Darwaza, and passing tltrough the Petla Burj, Kalyani 
Butj, and Delhi Gate, and going round the old tank (at the bottom of the fort), goes 
tip to the long gun. Another road, one furlong in length, connects the Sola Khamb 
Mosque with the Gagan Mahall. At the suggestion of Mr. T. J, Tasker, C.I.E., 
Secretary, Revenue Department, H.E.H. the Nizam's Government, the 
construction of a new rrnid outside and going round the fort has been started. 
The w'ork is in progress, and the road when complete will enable tlie visitor to 
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go round the fort in a motor oar with eaw and to have a general view of the 
fort buildings from outside. 

A tiew road, about a mile in length, has been constructed in the Barid! group 
of tombs, which goes straight on from the tomb of 'j\ii Barid to the Sa'dat spring. 

In last year’s report a mention w-as made of the construction of the Si>utliern 
compound wall of the Madrasa Mahmud Gawaii. In the year under reiiort the 
Northern compound wall of the building constructed, and the work of the 
construction of the Eastern w'all facing the main road was also started and is 
expected to be completed in the course of the next year. This wall has a total 
height of 4' 6' indnding the parapet, and the idea is to keep the wall so 
low as to enable the visitor to have a clear view of the main building from the 
road in spite of the existence of the front compound wall. In addition to the 
above work, two large platforms—^terraces one over the othet—were constructed 
in front of the building, which enhance the beauty of the structure. The N.E. 
wing of the huHduig, which was in a dilapidated condition owing to the lightning 
stroke which deprived the building of its South-eastern minaret and its adjoining 
buildings, has been strengthened by a buttress wall. The raj^niy of the buttress 
wall has been bound to the original masonry with iron hoops provided in every 
course of the buttress masonry. The face of the buttress is lined with ashlar 
masonry, the thickness of the stone used being i'. The work was executed by the 
P.W.D., and the local officers of that Department under whose direct supervision 
the work was carried out deserve the Depart merit’.s special thanks for the 
excellence of the work. 

The work of the laying out of the Shaliabad stone flooring and the fixing of 
the inscription tablet to the grave of :^w*aja Mahmfld GawSn was jiIw executed 
by the P.W.D. in the year under review. The same Department conducted also 
the work of the repairs to the Sola Khamb Mosque and the DargSh of Ha^rat 
^alilu’ll^, and constructed two masonry cenotaphs to the graves of Kallm- 
u'llah and Waliu’Uah in the Bahmani group of royal tombs at Afhtar. 

The total expenditure incurred during the year on the conservation of the 
archaeological monuments at Bidar amoimted to Rs. 19,508*4-9. 

The work of repairs to the group of temples at P^ampet which was men¬ 
tioned in last year’s report as in progress is still going on, and it is hoped that 
the work will be completed in the course of the next year. The Director visited 
the Ramappa temple in the company of the Executive Engineer and the Assistant 
Engineer on the 12th June, 1933, and found that the repairs carried out by the 
Public Works Department are excellent; but some minor items require improve¬ 
ment, so the attention of the Executive Engineer has been drawn to them. 
They are as follows:— 

(i) Drainage of the courtyard of the temple. 

(z) Drainage of the western part of the platform around the temple. 

(3) The insertion of steel beams in the interior of the goputam for the 

support of the sup^rstriictiire^ 

(4) The deaning and cement grouting of the minor temples in the court¬ 

yard of the temple. 
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(5) The uiiprovemeiit of the culvert in front of the main road of the 
temple. 

’ (6) The improvement of the retaining wall of the nuUah in front of the 

temple. 

The attention of the Executive Engineer has been drawn also to the cemeiit 
grouting and cleaning of the minor temples in the tdeinity of the main temple and 
those at the Western end of the bund. He has been also asked to submit an 
estimate for these measures including the laying out tjf ntoram paths to these 
temples. The Assistant Director will see in his next visit how far these measures 
have been carried out by the Public Works Department. 

The Director also visited the Thousand-pillar Temple at Hanamkonda. The 
grass plots looked neglected, and grass was found growing on the walls and roof 
of the main building. The attention of the Executive Engineer has been 
drawm to this matter. 

The Director also had a talk with the Taluqdar Saheb of Warangal regarding 
the cleaning and removing of rank vegetation from the walls of the fort and 
historical buildings therein. He has agreed to undertake the work on behaH of 
the Department on its placing a suitable sum at his disposal. 

The Director has also arranged for a map of the monuments in and around 
Warangal for the convenience of the visitor. The map wdl be printed under the 
supervision of the Surveyor-General, Government of India, and the preliminary 

work in this connection is already done, 

A sum of Rs. 4,488 has been placed at the disposal of the First Taluqdar, 

Warangal, for the acquisition of land inside Warangal Fort where the Department 

is intending to conduct excavations. 

At Hyderabad itself, a sum of Rs. 3,^50 was placed during the year at the 
dispersal of the P.W.D. for the insertion of jdii screens in the Char Mitiar.' A 
sum of Rs. 1,500 was spent by the Department itself on the repairs executed to 
Hakim’s Tomb * near Toll Qbauki on the Hyderabad-Gokonda road. The tomb 
stands on an eminence from which there is a good view of the Hyderabad City 
and of the Golconda Fort and Tombs. The work related to the tomb and the 

mosque and I^anqah attached to it. ^ _ 

Another sum of Rs, 1,000 was s^Jeiit during the year for the acquisition of 

land attached to the Danish sbafa. Last year a sum of Rs. 1,006 was spent in 
this connexion and the mention of it made in last year’s report. This m^es up 
for the total of Rs. i,ooo promised by the Department to the Ecclesiastical 
Department, who have agreed to share wth the Department the expenditure 

of Rs. 4,000 equally for this undertaking. 

.\t Gulbarga, the work of special repairs to the tombs of the early Baihmani 
kings, dealt with in detail tn last year’s report, was completed by the P.W.D, and 
tlie total expenditure incuned on this work amounted to Rs. 16,005-14^6. The 
work turned out is exceUent; but the Director during his last visit to Gulbarga in

and Uu date H. 
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Jtily, r953,fotmd that in some cases the new plaster work has covered the original 
architectural features of these moiiitnients- Por exaiiipte, in the case of the tomb 
of 'AJau’d Din Hasan Baihmani, the form of the fluted finials at comers has been 
changed. Again, the band of blue enamel tiles along the ring of the dome has 
been concealed under the coat of whitewash. Similarly the form of the finmU 
of Muhammad Shair's tomb has also been clianged. The Executive Engineer 
has Wn asked to restore the original forms of these finials and the gtttdastds 
according to the photographs sent by this Bepartiiient. 

The Director has also arranged for a map of the monuments in and around 
Gulbatga for the convenience of the visitor. The map will be printed under the 
supervision of the Surveyor-General, Government of India, and the preliminary 
work in this connection is already done. 

A mention of the discovery of the Catiarese and Moslem inscriptions made 
at Kopbal in Nawab Salar Jang Bahadur’s Estate in 1340 Fasli in addition 
to the two Asokan Brahmi Edicts, has already been made in the Department's 
Report for 1340 Fasli. The Brahmi edicts referred to above have already been 
published as No. 10 of the Hyderabad Archaeological Series, The Moslem inscrip¬ 
tions of the place have been published in the Epigraphia Indo^MosUmica for 
1929-30. Tlie Canarese inscriptions have been kindly edited at the Department's 
request by Mr. C. R, Krishnama Chariu of the Epigraphical Survey of the 
Government of India, and arrangements are being made to publish them as No. 11 

of the Hyderabad Archseological Series. The monograph is expected to be issued 
shortly. 

D^ng the year a proposal was submitted to Government by the Department 
regarding the scheme of editmg the Telugu inscriptions of the Domimous in the 
form of a separate monograph. Dr. Sreenivaschar, who has recently obtained 
the Ph.D. degree of the London University on the basis of the research made 
by him on the political history and the inscriptions of the Kakatiyas has 
offered his services to the Department for the work. The historical and political 
imiwrtance attached to the Kakatiya dynasty, and the heritage this dynasty 
has left to posterity in the form of magnificent monuments, speak for them¬ 
selves. The forts at Warangal, and other places constructed by this dvnasty 
and the temples erected at Hanamkonda, Palampet, Ghanapur etc and the 
large and extensive tanks built at Paklial, Palampet and other places and the 
mscnptions and other historical records found scattered about throughout the 
lehn^ country still bear testimony to the high poUtical power and the 
remarkable constructive skill melded by the rulers of this dynasty Some of 
the most important inscriptions of this dynasty have already been published 
by the Depa^ent in the form of monographs as Nos. 3, 4, 6, and o of the 
Hyderabad Archax>logical Series, but as H.E.H. the Nizam’s Dominions are 
still nch in the mscnptions of this period which have not yet been studied it is 
highly desirable that tiie earliest ixissible opportunity- sliould be era.sned to 
study these inscriptions. The help offered by Dr. Sreenivaschar in thk^rec 
tion IS therefore most opportune, and the Government have been aocordinFlv 
moved to accord the requisite sanction for the work. The total exiiendi^e 
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estimated for the work is B,G. Rs. 2,500 and Dr. Sreeiiivasdiar has agreed to 
start the work as soon as the sanction is received from Government. 

The year 1342 Fasli yielded a rich harvest so far as the collection of estampages 
of old inscriptions was coucemed. The most important discovery was of a new 
inscription in cave XXVI of Ajanta. Arrangements are being made to 
this injcriptiou. It is hoped that this inscription will throw considerable light 
on the history of the caves or on the Rajahs who nded in this part of the Deccan. 

The Director of Archseology has made a thorough survey of the old towns of 
§hahpur, Gogi, and Sagar (Nusratabad). At Gogi an inscription of Muhammad 
bin Tugbluq was discovered. This inscription has been published, hut it was 
wrongly attributed to the Bailiniani king I^lahmud Sh^. At these places several 
new inscriptions have been discovered, and arrangements are being made to 
edit them. 

Estampages have been taken of an inscription fixed into the wall of a well 
at Hirapur which is about two miles to the West of Gulbarga city. This inscrip¬ 
tion records the pilgrimage of Qhand Sultana to the shrine of Khwaja Banda Nawaz, 
the renowned saint of Gulbarga. The Director of Archaeology has collected 
estampages of inscriptions from Warangal also. 

Mr. Syed Yusuf, the Assistant Director, has made a thorough survey of 
Kaulas Fort (Nanded District), DoranhalH, Ambad, and YMgir, where he has 
discovered several inscriptions. At Kaulas he has discovered three inscriptions. 

One of these fixed in the mosque of ^finl ^an is very interesting as it represents 
an elegant style of ThuUh. 

During the year under report the Department has acquired 6,177 coins, Numismatics 
8 of which are gold, 1,550 silver, and 4,619 copper. 

In cataloguing coins, some unique coins have been discovered in the Museum. 

There is a great controversy regarding the parentage of tlie Baihmani kings, Firoz 
Shall and Ahmad Shah I. According to Firi^ta they were the sons of Da'fld, son 
of ‘Alau'd Din Hasan Baihmani. According to Burhan-i-Ma a^ir they are the sons 
of Ahrtirt d Oan, sou of ‘Alau’d Din Hasan Baihman Shah. The newly discovered 
Coins support the latter contention. 

According to all the chroniclers of the Baihmants, HumSyun ^ali was 
succeeded by NizSm Shah, but according to the coins newly discovered, the 
immediate successor of Hmnayun ^ah was styled Ahmad ^ali and not Ni^am 
^ah. According to Firishta, Humayun Shah died in 965 H., but there are two 
unique coins in tlie Hyderabad Museum which establish the fact that coins were 
struck in the name of Humayun §hah till 966 H. 

The date of Kallmu’ltah's accession to the throne is a controversial point, 
but tw'o coins of the Hyderabad Museum have established it as 930 H. Accord¬ 
ing to all chroniclers Kalimu’llah was deposed % or about 933 H. There is a 
coin in the Hyderabad Mu.seum w-hich established the fact that coins were struck 
in his name till 952 A.H. 

It was proposed that the arches of the verandas of the Museum building MnaMim 
be closed with glazed gla.sses so tliat the verandas may be used as galleries, and 
that arrangements be made to admit more light in the side halls of the first

storey so that the objects may be seen by the visitors to better advantage, and 
that a workshop which is an indispensable adjunct to the Museimi be constructed. 
These proposals were graciously approved by His Exalted Highness the Nizam. 
It has been also proposed to the Govemnient that an Art Gallery be constructed 
close to the Museum. The scheme is receiving very sympathetic consideration. 

A note on the exhibits acquired is included in this report as Appendix L* 

Pubiic4iiJog« During the year under report tlie foUowing publications were issued ;— 

(1) Part II of Ajanta. 

(2) Guide to Ajanta Frescoes (Third Edition). 

(3) Hyderabad State: A Souvenir (Third Edition). 

In addition to the above, the Department was busy with the work of tlie 
publication of No, ii of Hyderabad Archeological Series which deals with the 
Canarese inscriptions of KopbaL The Director’s book on Eldar was passing 
tlirough the Press during the year, and it is hoped that both the above pubUca- 
tioiis will be issued shortly. 

Ljbrary During the year under review, one hundred and twelve volumes have been 

acquired for the library^ of the Department. Of tliese twenty-four volumes have 

been received in exchange and the remaining thirty-eight have been purchased. 
A complete list of these volumes with tlieir titles and author’s names is given in 
this Report as Appendix E. 

iind^UrnwhsAa Photographer of the Department, prepared seventy-seven 

negatives during the year under report. The titles and scales of the photographs 
are given in Appendix F. 

Mr. Sultan Ali Rhati Paruqi, the Draughtsman of the Department, has pre¬ 
pared four architectural plans, all of which relate to the monuments at Hidar. 
The titles and scales of these drawings arc given in Appendix G. 

Khan Bahadur Mr. Syed Ahmad, the Artist-Curator of Ajanta, prepared six 
colour copies of tlie frescoes of Ajanta for the Hyderabad Residency, 'rhree 
colour copies of the newly discovered frescoes in Cave X were also prepared by Mm 
for the Department’s records. He also prepared one colour copy and three outlines 
of the above frescoes for illustrating Sir Akbar Hydari's lecture on the newly 
discovered frescoes of Ajanta delivered in England in the year under report. 

Mr, Muhammad Jalaluddin, the Artist of EUora, prepared five tracings of the 
Ellora frescoes for the Hyderabad Museum. A list of all these copies is given in 
tMs Report as Appendices H and 1 . 

^^e^ipciiiiiture The total expenditure on the conservation of monuments amounted to 
tioD Rs. 67,613-4-11 (B.G, Rs. 57,954-4-3) during the year, which compared with the 

figures for the previous year, Rs. 49,866-7-5, shows an increase of Rs. 17,746-13-6. 
Tlie detail of expenditure is given in Appendix I), 

78,527-6-11 (B-G, Rs, 67,309-3-9) ha.s been spent during the 
iHiAniri, pf (he Y^^ar On the maintenance of the Department. The figures for the previous year 
Dep^artm^t ^ {B.G. Rs, 61,117-8-6). The detail of this 

expenditure is given in Apjiendix C. 

In addition to the above expenditure, a sum of Rs. 13,382-1-9 (B.G. 
Rs. 12,476-9-1) was spent during the year on the printing of the book Bidar, 
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This, however, is a loan "which will be paid hact to Government from the 
proceeds of the sale of the book. The expenditure on the maintenance of the 
Museum amounted to Rs. 57,158-8-2 (B.G. Rs. 48,993) during the year. The 
detail of this expenditure is given in Appendix O. 

As the Director is engaged in the compilation (jf the monographs on Ajanta 
and Bidar he will tour at tliese places. He may also tour in the Gulbarga, 
Warangal, and such other districts of the Dominions where conservation work of 
an important nature is in progress and requires his personal inspection. 

The Assistant Director will tour in the Bidar, Warangal, Nalgonda, Osmana- 
bad, Gulbaiga, Raichur, and Mahbubnagar Districts, where a large number of 
monuments are to be inspected for report to Government.

HoU on ihf working of Ao Musettm 

As our present building w«s not originally inteuded for a Huaetmi the arrangetuent of light 
i$ not very good id it. Besides the rapidly growing auniber of exhibits has rendered the 
space for further devdopment very limited. The Director of Ardueology has proposed to Govern* 
ment — 

(а) that the arches of the verandahs be closed and glass-win clows insertetl therein, so that 

the verandahs may be utilized for exhibits, 

(б) that aTTangcnients be made tej admit more light in the side halls of first storey so that 

objects may be seen by visitors with better advantage, 

fc) that a workshoj), which is an indispensable adjunct of a Muscvin), should be constructed- 

fhese proposals were considered sympathetically by the Goveniiueut and His K vdted 
Highness the Nizam graciously issued a Firman, dated 27th RabPu'ft Xbanl, 1352 B. (20th 
August, 1933) sanctioning them. The work has been taken in hand by Nawab Zoin Var Jtmg 
Bahadur and is nearing completion. 

Till? copies of the Ajanta paiutuigs prepared by Lady Hertiugham and Khan Bahadur Syml 
Ahmed, which until recently were exhibited at the Indian section of Kensington Museum, London* 
have HOW been transferred to the Hyderabad Museum. Further a good number of paintings of Peimau, 
MughaJ. [aipur, and Deccan Schoob have also been acquired but for want of space their eitiiibitioii 
is Ijeiug delayed. The Director of ArebuioJagy has also proposed the construction of au Art 
Gallery dose to the Museum. The proposal is mceivjng full cotisidcration by authorities and it is 
hoped that in the near future it will be sanctioned. 

Exkibili. His Exalted Highness the Nizam was graciously pleased to present to the Museum 
a tin of cigarettes and tlie pen which in Ids presence were pierced through by pistd shots from the 
head Md the hand of the Brigadier General T. H- Keyes, etc., the Resident of Hydembad-Dn., by 
Captain Edwards on 1401 November, rgga, for the Poppy Day Fund. 

AumisMofim. During tlie year under report the Curator of the .Museum was deputed to attend 
the ^Vimnal Meeting of the Numismatic Society of ludia held at Bombay, The Curator read 
a paper on the coins of the Qufb 

MatiftscnpCs. —Four tllustiuted iiianuscripts were acquired during the year. One of is 
iCiawia containing three illnstrations of Persian School. This manuBcript bears the 

seals of Sb^ J oliau and Auraiigzeb. 

The Qtlicr two manuscripts are PmicA ttatna GtU and Lift of lord Sri ErisAtte. The last is a 
Joina manuscript. These manuscripts are profusely illustrated. 

.drwts and Weapons.—Some exceptionally good pieces have been added to the Section of Arms 
and Weapons. Amongst them is a sword which once bdonged to JalianEir and deserves 
mention. The blade is of very fine quality and has watered pattern—QflmawiaHdl /a«Aar^ 
produced in welding. It has also got a Ciiokw (Royal insignia) and an inscription both of 
them inlaid iti golcL 

A ftaidr has been also acquired which lias got pieces of extremely fine jade beautilnfiy set tu 
the handle. A sword maniifaetured by the renowned sword maker Asadti'Uali Safavi of Isfibfln has 
also been acquired. In addttiou to these are sevCTal swords and daggers of good did steel. 

Fmahagi.—-In the Art Section the most important acquisition is a eolkctioii of Tibetan flags 
belonging to about the sixteenth century. They will prove useful for the comparative study of the 
Buddhist art A large number of pahitiiigs of Persian, Mugfaiti, Jaipur, and Deceau Schools has 
been ^iiired. 
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/(afe.—During the year tuider repmt n very good collection of jade articles baa been acquiied 
for the Kfiuse iini - These articles mainly belong to the Muglial period. They consist of Inr]^ bowls, 
HWflSb, drinking-cups, Chaiiri handles, and other articles of domestic use. The jade is white, 
green, and grey. One small kaioH bears a teat from the holy Qur’Sn inscribed in very good 

Texlilfs .—During the year under report it has been proposed that a new section of old textiles 
should be opened in the Museum. Exhihits which include embroidcreti serfs, ;^*s. januwdrs, 
and shawls have been purchased to servx* this purpose.
